The Gevernor of Mozambique Cenfirms the

LISBON, Oet. 14.—The greatest excitement 
Prevails throughout Portugalover the news 
from Zambesi, which, if confirmed, will show 
that England is determined to enforce the 
provisions of the Anglo-Portuguese conven- 
tion, without waiting for the approval of 
Portugal. England has for a longtime aspired 
to the control ofthe Zambesi River, and the 
free navigation of that important stream was 
the leading clause in the convention which 
has aroused so much opposition in Lisbon. 
In accordance with the ultimatum, which, as 
cabled last week, was sent by Lord Salisbury, 
the English seem to have now forcibly 
entered the river, thereby ignoring Portu- 
gal’s right to approve or disapprove 
the compact, and virtually committing an 
act of war. The feeling of the Portuguese 
generally is strongly in favor of hostile re- 
tallatlon against Great Britain and the Social- 
ists are doing all they can to stimulate the 
popular excitement to frenzy and revolution. 
Several Spanish men ef war and an Italian 
naval division are at Lisbon, watching the 
course of events. 

THE REPORT OF THE GOVERNOR CONFIRMED. 

The Governor of Mozambique, in a dispatch 
dated the llth inst., confirms the report of 
the entry of British gunboats late the Zam- 
besi River. The Portuguese protested against 
the advance of the British fleet. 


Indians of British Columbia. 

OTTAWA, Oct. 14.—Mrs. Tate, who has just 
returned from work among the Indians of 
British Columbia, says that amone the 
heatben Indians of the province the women 
are slaves and are always degraded. The 
heads of the babies of the Flat Head Nation 
are compreased with boards, which destroys 
all that is good and nodle in them. In another 
tribe the heads of the babies are bound 
they asaume the shape ofa sugar loaf. This 
pressing of the heads out of shape is a terrible 
cruelty. They have their heathen feasts still. 
A short time ago she came across a feast 
where there were 800 of these people 
engaged. A short time defore this 
they went to their Northern ta - 
tion, where ft cannibal feast was 
held, in which the cannibals bite 
a dead body and also bite living people. Some 
of the children who came home had been 
cruelly bitten in this way. The ‘‘Devil’s 
Danca,’’ which is prohibited by legislation, 
goes on aboutthe same. There are four ‘‘re- 
ligious biters,’’ or dog eaters. These men 
hide in caves, where they fast for days, and 
then come out in a frenzied state. Sometimes 
they bite raw flesh out of human bodies, and 
when they cannot get human flesh they will 
seize a living dog, tear it up, and devour the 
flesh. This is to appease angry devils. Dis- 
ease and sickness are spread by the cannibals. 
There is still the ‘‘Whisky Feast, for the 
purposes of which the tribe gets whisky from 
Victoria sufficient to fill a canoe, and men, 
women and children dip into the canoe until 
they are all mad drunk. Then they fight and 
stab each other, and the friends of those who 
have been murdered, when they become 
sober, slash their own bodies with knives. 

Mrs. Tate relates a shocking story of the 
superstitions of the Indians. When an infant 
ls brought into the world they killa crow, 
tear out the heart and put it palpitating on 
the child to ward off disease. Deformed or 
puny children are killed. or allowed to die. 
Girls are married at 8 and 9 years of age. In 
one case a girl of 13 years was forcibly taken 
from her home to be married to aman who 
had already two wives. They beard the child 
screaming as she kicked and scratched the 
man who was carrying ber off. It a child is 
pretty and the other wives good natured, she 
has not a bad time, but generally she is made 
to work, and when she becomes useless they 
take her out on a little island and leave her to 
die there. One of the most horrible stories 
was about the Devil's Canes, a poisonous 
shrub with which old women are beaten. 
After the castigation the body swelis up to an 
immense size, and the women are left to die 
in awful agopy. 


Funeral of Catherine Beoth, 

Lonpon, Oct. 14.—The funeral of Mrs. Cath- 
erine Booth, wife of Gen. Booth, who was 
known as the Mother of the Salvation 
Army,’’ took place to-day, and was made the 
occasion of a great demonstration by that or- 
ganization. The weather was exceedingly 
disagreeable, a wurky fog enveloping 
the elty, but despite this thonu- 
sands of persons assembied in the 
streets to witness the funeral procession. The 
route from the Thames embankment, where 
the army mustered, to Abney Park Cemetery, 
where the remains were interred, lay through 
the densely populated districts of Stoke New- 
ington. The entire route was lined with dense 
crowds of spectators and the windows of the 
houses were thronged by the occupants and 
their friends, all anxious to witness the last 
demonstration of love and respect paid te 
their leader by the devoted members of the 
army. All the railways entering Lon- 
don ran excursion trains and the 
throng in the city wis augmented by 
immense numbers of Salvationists and their 
friends from the provinces. There was also 
attendance from foreign countries. The 
members of the army, attired in their uniform 
and wearing a white badge of mourning, were 
everywhere conspicuous in the crowded 
streets. The crowds on this occasion sur- 
passed in point of numbers those which gath- 
ered to witness the show on Lord Mayor’s.

Earthquakes at Panama, 


PANAMA, Oct. 14.—The Diaro Nicaraguense of 
Granada of a recent date says: 

**At9o’clock In the morning the day before 
yesterday this city was surprised by what 
proved to be the first of a series of earth- 
quakes, which produced the greatest alarm 
aud which only temporarily terminated at 
about 5:30 p. m. to recommence at about 8 p. 
m. and to continue at intervals of about an 
hour. At about 12 p. m. an extremely severe 
shock took place, drlving all from their houses 
and forcing them to remain in the streets, 
tremblingly awaiting fresh convulsions. Con - 
sternation and fright were caused and the 
cries and lamentations. of the people 
who were praying for mercy were heard on 
all sides. At 2 a. m. further shocks 
took piace, but they were trifling. Every- 
thing was quiet at 6:80 a. m., when suddenly 
a violent shock took place which shattered 
allthe roofs, throwing some of them down 
and raising a clond ot dust and fine stones, 
which soon descended on the shattered 
houses. All endeavored to save their fami- 
lies, Dut once out of the houses no one ven- 
tured to re-enter them. By Monday evening 
the panic had diminished and the people’s 
minds had become more at ease. Directly it 
became known that the Mombaho volcano 
had burst out in eruntion toward the south, it 
was believed no more shocks would occur. 
Nevertheless, many people left the town, 
while the greater portion camped out in the 
the suburbs. The appearance of the city was 
extremely mournful and only some clusters 
of women were to be seen, who conveyed in 
procession the images of saints they had 
taken from the churches, and, praying and 
chanting by turns, implored the Almighty for 
mercy. The panic among the populace has 
been more intense than the damage done by 
the earthquakes, which have not been as 
destructive as that which visited Managua on 
April 11, 1885, while ali the movements have 
been slight, compared with what Leon and 
Chinenandega then experienced.’’ 

Later the Diaro Nicaraguense said: ‘‘Confi- 
dence is being restored, since sixty hours 
have elapsed without an earthquake having 
occurred,’’

The conditions made by the 
Bundesrath in reinstating the former Govern- 
ment are that Col. Kuentizi shall have the di- 
rection of the police and control of elections, 
and that the right to veto any political acts of 
the Cantonal authorities shall be retained by 
the Federal Government. The Conservatives 
willsend delegates to the conciliation Con- 
ference. Sig. Respino, the head of the Con- 
servative Government, has announced his 
resignation. 


Vielating the Contract Labor Law. 


L@NDON, Oct. 14.—In view of the large num- 
ber of workingmen preparing to emigrate to 
America in consequence of the McKinley Dill 
the United States consuls in the different 
cities are giving the widest publicity to the 
provisions ofthe contract labor law. Itis 
said, however, that thle law is being openly 
violated by the agents of American manufac- 
turing establishments, and especially cotton 
and woolen goods manufacturers. 


France and Russian Preducts. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Oct. 14.—The Ministry is 
earnestly engaged in endeavoring to have 
France encourage the importation of Russian 
products, to take the place of American goods 
in retaliation for the McKinley bill. So far 
the attempt has not met with much success, 
as the French still hope to make special terms 
with America for discrimination in fayor of 
French goods. 


Europe and the McKinley Tariff. 


Paris, Oct. 14.—The Tempe, in comment- 
ing on the Berlin Post's statement that 
European Governments were conferring about 
the McKiuley tariff, declares that such con- 
ferences amount merely to an exchange of 
ideas and that no precise proposals have been 
formulated. Le Soir states that 250,000 botties 
of champagne, valued at $400,000, were sent to 
New York on speculation to forestall the 
operations of the new tariff law.

MISSOURI MASONS. 


SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL COMMUNICATION 
OF THE GRAND LODGE. 


The Grand Master’s Annual Address—The 
Delegates Treated to a Banquet at 
Masonic Home—Grand RKepresentatives 
Appointed—A List of the Delegates 
in Attendance at the Meeting. 


T 10 0’clock this morn- 
ing the annual meeting 
of the Grand Lodge of 
Missouri, A. F. and A. 
M., was convened in 
Masonic Hall, corner of 
Seventh and Market 
streets. 

The delegates began 
arriving in the city yes- 
terday, and this morn- 
ing the Laclede Hotel 
rotunda was crowded 
with the new arrivals, that hotel being their 
headquarters. Three pages of the register 
were covered with their names and the Dag- 
gage-rooms were crowded with their belong- 
ings. 

The meeting will last three days, the prin- 
cipal work being the annual reports of the 
officers of the Grand Lodge and the election 
of officers, which latter will occur on Thurs- 
day. 

THE GRAND MASTER’S ADDRESS 
At this mornine’s meeting Grand Master 


Brace delivered his annual address, of which 
the following js an excerpt: 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Missouri 
A. F.G A. M.: 


BRETHRES—The Grand Lodge of Missovri 
having deen opened in ample form for the 
purposes of its seventieth annual communl- 
cation, and it appearing that there are 
present the constitutional number of repre- 
sentatives—-with a solemn sense of our 
responsibility to the Supreme Architect of the 
Universe, whose ald and protection was 80 
fervéntiy invoked in the course of our 
opening ceremonies—we are about to 

nter upon the discharge of those important 
Leis. mposed upon us as members of a 
body which is The Supreme Masonic Author- 
ity within the State of Miesour l. Before 
proceeding to the consideration of purely do- 
mestic affairs, I desire to call your attention 
to the necessity of some legisiation whereby 
good citizens of Missouri, residing upon the 
borders of the State, who desire to become 
Masons, but whose homes are not con- 
venientiy accessible to a Masonic lodge in this 
State, and are nearerto one in aa adjoining 
jurisdiction, may become members 
of a lodge in such adjoining juris- 
diction, and vice versa. To meet this want, 
she Grand Lodge of lowa, in the true spirit ef 
Masonic comity caiculated to promote the in- 
téreats of all contiguous jurisdictions, has 
enacted the following general law: 

„That in cases where a contiguous grand 
jurisdiction has or shall enact a like provision 
as to this grand jurisdiction, and shall give its 
eoncurrence hereto, a subordinate lodge in 
this grand jurisdiction may receive the pe- 
tition of a resident of such grand jurisdiction 
for membership, either by affiliation or pe- 
tition for the degrees, lu any case where the 
petitioner resides nearer to the subordinate 
lodge in this rand jurisdiction than toa lodge 
in the jurisdiction of his residence. Asin all 
cases of such reciprocal enactments, the same 
right isextended tosuch grand jurisdictions 
as to residents of this grand jurisdiction.’* 

I recommend that some action baving in 
view the same object be taken by the Grand 
Lodge of Missour! at ite present session. 

For the fiseal year ending July 31, 1889, eight 
lodges failed to make returns and pay Grand 
Lodge dues as required by law. Upon oom 
ing into office finding four stil tous delin- 
quent I suspended the charters of three of 
them. This action had the effect of soon se- 
curing from these three returns and dues, 
and the orders of suspension were revoked. 
The fourth one, Center View, No. 466, I found 
in such a moribuad condition as to give no 
hope of ever complying withjthe requirements 
of the Grand Lodge in this respect. Its char- 
ter was, arrested. 

During the term the charters of the follow- 
ing lodges were surrendered: Charleston 
Lodge, No. 129, and Chapel Hill Lodge, No. 
320. The following lodges consolidated. 
Mirabile Lodge, No. 166, with Polo, No. 202; 
and Globe, No. 495, with Perseverance, No. 
92. I have granted dispensations fer the 
formation of fifteen new lodges during the 

ear and quite a number for removal to new 
halls; for the craft to appear in public pro- 
céssions on Masonic occasions and for Ma- 
sonic purposes; to lay the corner stones of 
important edifices and to hold elections out of 


time. 

About the ning of the present calendar 
year I received inquiries from quite a number 
of lodges (in substance), whether it was con- 
trary to law fora Masonic lodge to occupy a 
235 used by other organizations? The letters 
tof Inquiry covered some ten or a dozen differ- 
ent organizations by various names, meetin

Two have falled to make returns or to pay 
dues, and four others have made returns but 
failed toremit their dues. There are now 
working in this jorisdiction under charter 
536 lodges, and under dispensation fifteen, 
making in all 551 working lodges, with a mem- 
bership in round numbers of 28,000, net in- 
crease during the year being 800. There was 
inthe treasury ef the Grand Lodge at the 
beginning of the term, the sum of $8,820.01. 
The receipts from all soyrees during 
the term have been $13,841, making a total of 
$22, 661. 88. The disbursements during the 
term amount to the sum oF $16,232.79, leaving 
on band a balance of 36, 429. 07, to meet the ex- 
penses ofthe ensuing term. From the collec- 
tions made since the balance was struck, and 
yet to be made, the cash balance may be in- 
creased to $7,000. So far as an estimate can 
be made from past experience, the sum of 
$11,500 will be required to meet the necessary 
expenditures of the ensuing term, so that 
there will be a deficiency in thes amount 
available for §0ich expenditures of „500. To 
meet thie temporary deficiency, the Grand 
Treasurer should be autborized to draw upon 
the receipts for the subsequent term, and I 
recommend that such authority be granted to 
him. 
Until last year the annual receipts of the 
Grand Lodge have been more than enough to 
meet the necessary disbursements, and a 
considerable surplus was gradually accumu- 
lated in the treasury. By virtue of appropri- 
ations made by the Grand Lodge, since May, 
1888, there bas been paid out of its ordinary 
annual revenues to the Masonic Home $25,500. 
With the conviction that we ought to make 
the Widows’ and Orphans’ Home all that can 
be made of it, by the hearty, concentrated, 
co-operative effort of all the Masons in this 
State, and fully persuaded that in 
dotng 60 we shall have erected 
the . grandest monument to the fra- 
ternity in this jurisdiction, and furnished tne 
world with the best illustration of the tenets 
of our lustitut jon, when faichfuily held and 
practiced, Iam equally as well persuaded that 
the assured existence of the Home in a con- 
dition of prosperity is now absolutely de- 
endent upon iegisiation by the Grand Lodge. 
y the generous, spontaneous, impulsive 
action of many Masons, acting individually 
and through their lodges, chapters and com- 
manderies, and of their wives and daughters 
of the Eastern Star, assisted to extent men- 
tioned by the Grand Lodge, the foundation of 
a noble charity has been well laid, and thus 
far has been well administered. 


THE MASONIC HOME. 

The Masonic Fraternity of Missouri is to-day 
the owner and in possession ofa happy home 
for its aged and disabled members, their 
widows and orphans, representing 1 cash 
value of more than $125,000, in which five of 
its widowe and twenty of itsorphbans have 
found a safe and comfortable retreat from the 
cold blasts of adversity, which impend, and 
may fall upon the home of any Mason of Mis- 
sour!. Day by day this number will be added 
to. The present accommodations will soon 
be too limited to meet its enlarging demands, 
aud further improvements of a  ~»per- 
manent character will have to be 
made. How are these exigen- 
cies to be met? The Grand Lodge has no sur- 

lus now that can be used for that purpose. 

he amount, if any, which it may ever have 
in the future is uncertain. The fate of this 

rand and important undertaking can no 
onger be left to the uncertain aad spasmodic 
efforts of spontaneous benevolence. A cer- 
tain fixed and permanent revenue must be se- 
cured, that will give assurance to every dying 
Mason that, if need be, his distressed widow 
and belpless orphans can have a comfortable 
bome when he can no longer provide one for 
them; not as objects of charity, but as having 
a just claim thereior, by reason of the fact 
that he died a wember in good standing 
of a lodge which was contributing to 
the maintenance of sucha home. Weowe it 
to our wives and children, and to those who 
may become disabled in the battle of life, to 
secure to them this feeling of independence 
and right. But this feeling we cannot xzive 
them except upon the plain prineipie of jus- 
tice, that the burden which brings the biessing 
ought to be borme and sbared by ail who have 
the right to ask for it. The burden, in this 
instance, need fall heavily on the shoulders 
of no individual Mason. It is thought by 
those who bave given the matter some con- 
sideration, thatan annual contribution of 50 
cents a member by each lodge in the State, 
would raise a sufficient fund. 

The joy that naturally welis up in our hearts 
at such pleasant reficctions is quickly tem- 
pered, however, by the sad refrain which 
comes up in memory from the grave, where- 
in, during the term, we have lald the remains 
of ourdeparted brethren. Among the la- 
mented number was a member of the Grand 
Lodge—Past Grand Master Dr. James EB. Ca- 
die, who died on the 8th of June last, in the 
6lst year of his age.

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Sewers the contract for constructing sewers 
in Mill Creek District No. 4 was awarded to 
Claus Vieths,his bid being the lowest, namely, 
$218 , 727.

Ati2 o’clock the board bad another meet- 
ing and opened bids for constructing engine 
pits,inshore tunnel, boiler-house and smoke- 
stack foundations. 

Six bids were received, the bidders were 
Wm. McCully, Black & Davis; Gorman Con- 
struction Co., Hill & O' Meara, Allen & Vieths 
and the Fruin-Bambrick Construction Co. 
The bidding was very close, and as all the 
footings have not beer made yet the success- 
ful bidder is not known. The board’s estimate 
for the work was $215,000, but the lowest bid 
will not be much over $200,000. 

Bids were also opened for the reconstruction 
of Lucas, between Garrison and Grand ave- 
nues, with cedar blocks, and the reconstruc- 
tion of Laciede, between Leffingwell and Grand 
avenues, with the same material.

Water Rates Office Statistics. 


The last annual reportof the Assessor and 
Collector of water rates has been published 
in pamphlet form and cepies of it were mailed 
this morning to the water departments of the 
large cities of this country and Europe. The 


little book contains a great deal of informa- 
tion of interest to the general public. Accord- 
img to the table giving the annual receipts 
and expenses of the department since the 
water-works at Bissell’s Point were estab- 
lished, the cost of collecting the water rates 
last year was only ö per cent of the amount 
collected, being lower than for any previous 
year. Since thé scheme and charter were 
adopted the annual expenses of the office have 
increased only about a or from 
$45,358 to $50,944—while the collections have 
increased over half a million dollars, namely, 
from $445,041 to $1,017.16, the miilion-dollar 
point having been reached for the first time 
this year, or the year closing April 7. Tne 
coliectious for the calendar year of 1889 
amounted to only $978,670. The city’s daily 
average consumption the last fiscal year 
reached its highest point in August with 
nearly $40,000,000 gallons of water, and the 
lowest point in February with a little over 
28,000,000 gallons, the daily average consump- 
tien for the year being 32,478,750 gallons. 
Com pared with other American cities, St. Louis 
now ranks fourth in the number of water 
meters used. St. Louis has 3,115 meters, or 
only seven less than Chicago and 424 less than 
Boston. New York heads the list with 18,211. 
The largest water taker in St. Louis is the 
Anheuser-Busen Brewing Co., which pays the 
city about 525,000 a year for water. Lemp, 
Schnaider’s, Anthony & Kuhn and, in fact, all 
ofthe breweries are big consumers of water, 
but next to Anheuser-Busch comes the Mis- 
souri Pacific railroad, which pays the city 
$14,000 a year In water licenses. The Wabash 
road pays about $10,000 a year and the Ter- 
minal Railway Co., $4,000. The Cass avenue 
distillory pays-$3,000. Although the city will 
lose fully $60,000 in the reduction made in the 
water rates for smail tenement houses, the 
present year’s collections will, it is thought, 
exceed last year’s by that amount, if not more.

Deplerable Condition of Public Affairs in 
the City of Cincinn ati—Municipal Officers 
Charged With Selling Their Votes—The 
Beard of Public Imprev Neces- 
sity of Immediate Legislation.

OLUMBUS, O., Oct. 
14.—The following is 
the special message 
of Gov. Campbell to 
the General Assem- 
bly: 

“The  extraordl- 
nary power of cail- 
ing a special session 
of your honoreble 
body has been in- 
voked on account of the deplorable condition 
of public affairs in the city of Cincinnati, 
which, it is believed, can be partially reme- 
died by enabling the people of that city to 
choose certain important boards at the ap- 
proaching November election. The time for 
beginning the work of official reform there 
has come: and, for this laudable purpose,you 
are asked to submit to temporary inconven- 
lence. The legislation proposed is so simple 
and obviously so just, that itis hoped you 
may be able speedily to resume your custom- 
ary pursuite. It is almost unnecessary to re- 
cite the corrupt practices which bave existed 
in the government of the city of Cincinnati. 
Members of public bodies have trafficked in 
their own votes without shame, and with 
small pretense of concealment. A sult de- 
tween alleged bribe-takers is pending in court 
for an equal division of booty; and honor 
am@ng thieves’’ has been forgotten in the 
fierce struggle to despoll the people. With 
a few honorable exceptions the en- 
tire public service is demoralized. 
In the inaugural address delivered to you last 
January you were advised that ‘‘In justice to 
the people of that city, as wellas in further- 
ance of sound political principles, you should 
carefully consider, mature and formulate a 
charter which would give them an oppor- 
tunity to manage their own affairs through 
officers chosen by themselves.’’ The recom- 
miendation is earnestly renewed. At your 
next session itis hoped an improved charter 
will be granted that city. The legislation en- 
acted by you locking to changes in 
the government of Cincinnati merely created 


the Board of Public Improvements and the 
Decennial Board of Equalization. In both 
cases, however, you omitted to provide that 
the people shouid choose these very import- 
ant bodies, although a majority of each rouse 
In the General Assembly was elected upon a 
piatform which 
DECLARED THAT 

We demand the enactment of laws that will 
enable our cities to choose their ewn serv- 
ants. The board of public improvements 
thus created was clothed with substantially 
the same powers as its predecessors. The 
only improvement in its construction was a 
provision that the members, although origin- 
ally appointed by the Governor, should be 
subsequentiy elected by the people. This 
advantage was offset by the fail- 
ure to empower the Governor to re- 
move his appointees should they prove to be 
inefilicient or dishonest. A change for the 
worse was a provision that three members; 
instead of four, could transact. business, thus 
enabling them to unite and control public 
affairs. The present board entered upon its 
duties under taverable auspices. Although it 
wae soon subjected to criticism (much of it 
unjust) for its management of the water- 
works, it was, in the main, a well-meaning 
and honestly conducted body. Later, how- 
ever, it retrograded very rapidly. Certain 
members voted to grant valuable franchises 
in such unseemly haste, and so clearly in vio- 
latien of public interest, that the people be. 
ganto suspect their integrity. These sus- 
picions have since become more firmly fixed. 
As early as Sept. 4 a leading newspaper of 
that city representing the political party to 
which a majority of the board adhered, when 
speaking of an important franchise which 
had been gratuitously granted (although par- 
ties stood ready to pay the city handsomely), 
said that it bore ‘‘evidence of fraudulent in- 
tent, to be used for the purpofe of blackmail- 
ing existing corporations. Again, on S@pt. 
12 the same newspaper said: 

‘*Thus would the city grant a franchise of 
inestimable value for a mess of pottage, with 
the privilege of one year in which to negotiate 
ite sale to a gang Of Eastern people, who have 
reduced toascience the raiding of legitimate 
enterprises. 

The newspapers of opposite political views 
have been equally unsparing and more con- 
tinuous in their denunciations. Popular con- 
fidence in that board is gone, although 
through persons Interested in its enormous 
patronage, an attempt may be made to 

DECEIVE THE GENERAL ASSEMBEY. 

„The people of Cincinnati who are not per- 
sonally interested in the board or its em- 

loyes, are practicaily unanimous in the be- 

lef that some of its members were parties to 
corrupt propositions which have been made 
to persons having business before the board. 
Doubtless members and go betweens’’ will 
deny the truth of these reports; but, whether 
they be true or not, these members are 80 
deeply involved and so universally impugned 
that the public gave ready credence to 
well authenticated stories of this character, 
and even worse, which are circulated 
elsewhere. In short, the people believe, not 
without reasonable cause, that this board has 
begun to travel the patn so long trodden by 
other demoralized governing bodies of that 
city. The Decennial Board of Equalization 
was recently appointed by the City Comptrol- 
ler, in conformity to the law of last winter. 
The belief is widespread that certain mem- 
bers were appointed from corrupt motives, 
and that other persons desiring such appolnt- 
ments were approached with improper pro- 
posals. Bethat as it may, itis quite certain 
that some of the members have un- 
savory reputations in connection with 
other tax matters, and that the board 
does not inspire confidence. It begins its 
career amidst astorm of public agitation. 
Both these boards should be aboilshed. Their 
creation by appointment was but depriving 
these people of their rights. The boards 
themselves are failures. Nothing remains 
butto undo that which has alregdy been 
done. Law-making power and the appoint- 
ing power confess the mistake aud jolu hands 
to rectify them. Restore tothe people, in 
time for the approavhing November election, 
the power of choosing suc- 
cessors to these boards. the 
aroused state of public feeling 
growing out of recent exposures, the people 
of Cincinnati may be depended upon to elect 
capable and trustworthy officers. They are in 
the mood to rise to the occasion. They should 
be encouraged. Iftheir expectation be real- 
ized and good officers be selected now it will 
doubtless be the commencement of a lasting 
change for the better. A wise observer 
oflarge experience recently said, and said 
truly, that Cincinnati was cursed with

THE SUPREME COURT AMENDMENT. 


A constitutional amendment, submitted 
for adoption by the people, proposes such 
a change in the organic law of the State 
as will be fundamental and permanent in 
its operation. A vote upon such a propo- 
sition is therefore the most important ex- 
ercise of the citizen’s sovereign authority. 
It is found, however, that a proposition 
of that kind, when it excites no contro- 
versy and is expected to be adopted by 
general consent, frequently fails of 
adoption because voters forget or neglect 
it in the heat of the contest between 
parties and candidates. 

But it is to be hoped that there will be 
no such forgetfulness or neglect in the 
case of the proposed amendment pro- 
viding fortwo additional judges for the 
Supreme Court of Missouri. The business 
imposed upon that tribunal has outgrown 
its workine capacity. The docket is now 
about two years and a half ahead of the 
court, and is getting further and further 
ahead every year. This means such de- 
lay as is equivalent to a denial of justice 
An appeal enables a defeated litigant to 
practically nullify a judgment against 
him in the lower courts in some cases and 
extort a compromise from’ those who 
cannot afford to wait years for 
a final judgment from the Supreme 
Court. In this way the latter’s docket is 
encumbered with hundreds of cases 
which would not be appealed if a prompt 
hearing were possible. Such a situation 
multiplies litigation and various forms of 
lawlessness, 

The proposed increase of judges is ab- 
solutely necessary to obviate the evils of 
this situation, and there can be no in- 
crease of judges unless there is a major- 
ity vote at the November election for the 
constitutional amendment. Every voter, 
Republican or Democrat, should charge 
his memory beforehand with the duty of 
fixing his ballot all right on the Supreme 
Court question, lestin the hurry of pre- 
paring it he should overlook a matter of 
the greatest importance to the people of 
the whole State.
